How. 1. Hitt,—Dear Sir: The State 
of Maine has been thought by many not 
well calculated for Indian corn It is true 
that we have heretofore had some pretty 
severe seasons which destroyed the crop, 
but it also cut off the same crop more or 
ess in all of the New England States, as 
we las in New York. 

Notwithstanding these cold seasons, I 
have always succeeded in having a go d 
crop, by se lecting and preserving an early 
I this year plucked good full 
mv field on the 25th of this 
month, (July) a dozen of which I sent to 
the Editor “of the Maine Farmer, and 
which were noticed by him in that paper. 

I find it very easy to have a good crop 
of Indian corn every year; and most of 
our farmers can do the same if they would 
only work it right.
